defendant was represented 
by Attor-

tendent "Welch had charge of the gov- 
ernment's case. Mr. Douglass pleaded 
not guilty to the charge. 


Officer Philip D. Murphy of the li<i 


uor squad was the first witness called 
for (he iiroseciition and lie 
testified 


that he entered the store on Middlesex 
street on April 2. together with Offi- 
cer ('. AV. Sheridan, also a member of 
the liquor squad. Witness said he im- 
mediately discovered a man, who ap- 
peared to be intoxicated standing ut 
the bar with n glass of liquor in his 
hnnd. 
Mr. Murphy said that he took 


the linuor from the man's hand, tasted 
it and then passed it to Officer .Sheri- 
dan, who stood Just behind him.' The 


. hartetider. John It. Moore, adtiiitted to 


the llriuur inspector that ho sold the 
contents of Hie slass: to- the man 
standing: against the bar but said lie 
did hot believe he was 
drutik.. Mr. 


Douglass, the proprietor, was not in 
the store nt the time, said the witness, 
and the man alleged to have been in- 
tuxicMted was taken to the station. 


Police 
flfflciT 
Sheridan was 
then 


called to the witness etantl and told 
pr.-unieally the same story as his ie)- 
low olllcer, saying that he believed that 
the man was drunk. 
Supt. Welch said 


that the man admitted being drunk at 
tho time and was released .as a first 
oif emler. 


John H. Douglass was tlic first wit- 


ness called for the defense and he s.iirt 
that both employes were famliiar with 
the laws relative to selling liquor, as 
he had instructed both of them on the 
matter. 
Mr. Moore is still employed 
by him. 


John H. Sioore, who Is said to have 


-served Andrew Monahan while intoxi- 
cated, look the witness stand and told 
of rocoivfns Instructions from his em- 
ployer relative to the selling of liquor 
to minors and intoxicants.

whom ho served on April second, he 
believed, was perfectly sober. 
He 


said that tho man leaned against tho

plainly and gave no. evidence of being
